Perspective on enroBments in pn>priptary (tax-paying) ^dioolt, A very important seg- 
ment ol Amdncan postsecondary education <s related to the'ptoprietary ^tax-paying; 
schools. There are thousands o( such schools operating nationally with millions of 
students enrolled. There is no available statistical analysts or study of the loiai enroll- 
ments in these instJtutictns, but since 1973-74 an objective in the ACT Special Report 
series has been to develop a data base that would provide^some perspective on enroll- 
menf movements in this important pc^tsecondary education arena, ^ace and 
I resource Jimitations permit coverage in this study of only those proprietary ifistitu- 
tions that have regional andfOr professior>aI association accreditation and that offer 
col^iatelevet cert^cate or a^oQiite degree programs extending Ihrough a 2-year 
period. For 1977-78^ reports were 'received from 70 such schools. Thirty-frve of these 
reported comparat)ly. with 40,227 grand total students, a loss of .4%. Of these, ^2.836 
v^ere full^tir^e^and 7,391 were part-time students, for a full-time increase of 4% but a 
part time loss of 21.5%. It is likely that the continued sharp decline m thp enrollment of 
veterans for 1^77 -7^ had a strong negative effect on the enrollment of men in these 
schools. Propnetary school enrollments are shown in Table 4.

Analysis of state and local systems In 2-year schools, S^nce ^972- (3, .n this report and 
,n the companion 4 y^r colleges study, an effort has been made to give a statistical 
anal/sis^f the group»ng^ of schoois by state and lOcai systems. This is the oni^ enroll* 
ment study that focuses i^pon the state and local system phenomenon in 2-year 
schools, whne neither small nor large size automatically confers merit u^pon institu- 
tions, the proponents of the ^aige systems contend that large-scale economy of ope^ 
appn. minimal program duplication, fmanciai stability, and consistei^cy of educa- 
t.ona. obieclives are advantages der**fed f/orr. the^state and idcai, systems approach. 
On the other hand, the loss or jessenmg of locai conttol. increasing bureaucracy, the 
impact poi.tttcs. a tendency toward rigidity, and a decline m personal rapport 
oetween student &nd tnst»tutiOna. representatives are aneged disadvantages. Expen- 
em&e »n conecting enroifment questionnaires ciearty indicates that, generally speak- 
ing, prornptness and flexibility in institutional response decline Significantly m rela-

Career-educaUon focus In this study of 2-year Institutions. An .mportant reason for 
initiating thiS series of studies on enrollments m Americafl 2-year po^Jset^ondar^ 
schools m t972-73 /^as toJocus particular aftention upon |heir career -education cur- 
fiCular emphasis. One approach to this objective has been the ciassifigation of col- 
leges iH accordance with tl^eir broad educational funcbons. m so far as they can be 
identified. Clearly, all students in a given type of institution— for example, in technical 
and or vocational institutes - will not be foHowmg educational programs as sp.ecific- 
ally related'to career eduoation thrusts as they are pr^umed to be. Enrollments oy 
institutional types, however, are assumed t^ be generally indicative ot the program 
objectives of 2'year college enrollees. ACT Special Reports for the 1973r74and 1974- 
75 academic years provided analyses and interpre^tions for actual ei)roiiments in

Given the increasing!^ ^ompie^ society in tne U .S. Since World War there has been 
a growing need for technicians, technologists, and seryice-oltiented personnel, togiye 
the Support to engineers, scientists/.other specialists^ and society in general^ &)at is 
necessary for tte successful fundTioning of Our system. Educational leaders and fac* 
uities in the 2-year coueges tooK commendable initiative in offering career education 
programs-and recruiting students for them— that are ^sent^ai to the trammg of the 
needed technical and service personnel' ' ' \ - • 

There t>e an ongoing demand' for career education programs and for therr adapta- 
tion to the changing sociai and economic needs of thetutare. in the 1980s, when^f>ere 
may be fewer students to fili ti)e dvaifabie spaces, there will be even..greater cause for 
these programs.to be relevant to the charigmg circumstances of the time. This writer, 
while htgbiy Supportive of these programs over the years, continues to emphasize that 
*x^reei education programs should not be presented withm overty narrow curncufar 
. patns. Career education graduates bear the same responsfbiiities as other citizens'for 
decisions affecting government policies at all levets. While it is fundamental that these 
programs rest upen a core .of cou/ies and experiences basic to the expertise required 
in a given discipitne^a range of courses in the arts and ^aence^ also should be offered 
to provide an adequate background, for valid decision making not only in the voting 
.booth but ai&o ih'^the exercise of normal ongoing responsibiiitfes in out^ society. A 
judiCiOus mixture of technical and nonprpf^ional course^ ^n career edw^ion pro- 
grams wii* equip the student better for pllejl^air^an^gi^ent roles that may become 
available later lO life.

On The othe^r hand, both pjublic arid private*2-year jumor and community colleges 
should consider the relatronship of their iiberai arts and other nonptofessionai. pro- 
grams, either termirxa^or transfer ories. With career education objectives. Indeed, in 
many professional as well as paraprofessional areas, arts and sciences studies have 
direct career implications as, for exarppid, in medicine, ministry, and the^Iaw. With a 
rtfing^emphasiSa^pon job entry possibilities, private as well as public 2-yeaf colleges 
Will do well to interrelate as many of their programs as possible with career education 
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thrusts Not onlywll! a composite of technical and liberal arts pjrpgram components 
better equip^tudents for the job marl^t, it also may help instrre institutional stability m
